ars and teachers. It has also circulated

The report read of last year's work 


shows the following Interesting results: 
One thousand, six hundred ami sixty- 
four Sunday-schools wore organized in 
placet) that were previously altogether 
destitute of religious privileges, con- 
taining T.018 teachers and 59,851 schol- 
ars.

flood Threatened. 


There has boon much alarm along the 


Illinois river from the danger, of fioods. 
In fact Ottawa, Maeailles, Utioa and 
much ot the territory lying between 
these towns have already suffered. The 
people living on the lower ground in 
these cities have been forced to abandon 
their homes and seek safety on the 
higher ground, while the factories and 
mills have been seriously damaged. But 
the greatest alarm is manifest among the 
people below the Henry Dam. It is 
feared it may break. If it should, it is 
estimated that a wall of water 15 feet 
high will sweep down the valley, which, 
added to the present nee, which is 22 
feet above the low water mark, would 
completely inundate the country for 
three miles on 
each side ot 
the 


river. A record of previous floods has 
been chiseled ia the stone walls ;of 
Traeadale's planing mill in Peoria, which 
has stood for over 50 years, shows that in 
the spring ot 1844 the river was nearly 
four feet higher than it is at the present 
time; while in 1849 it broke its former 
record by two feet, and was then about 
six feet higher than it is to-day. There 
have been many changes in the embank- 
ment along the river, bat no changes 
have taken piece in the foundation walls 
of the planing mill, and they remain to- 
day it ia said, aa they were fifty years ago 
firm and strong, silent witnesses ot the 
facts they record. 
The present high 


water, however, has done and is still 
doing considerable damage to property, 
besides making travel 
impossible ia 


certain localities. 


Saturday night about 7 o'clock tie 


levee of the La Marsh drainage district 
below Peoria gave way at the upper end 
and in an hour's time thousands of dol- 
lars damage had been done, not only to 
the levee, but to property in the district. 
The dike, or levee, was constructed same- 
thing over a year ago and woe for the 
purpose of reclaiming thousands ot acres 
ot valuable land along the river in Peoria 
County, opposite and below Pekin. The 
levee was sufficiently strong and high to 
resist the high water of last spring, 
although then as now the levee was not 
considered as tally completed. A num- 
ber of families were living in the district, 
but on Friday most of them abandoned 
their homes, taking their household and 
whatever other effects they could with 
them, Some remained and by eo doing 
have suffered more or less loss; but it is 
not thought that any lives have been 
lost, though saoh may be the case.

The motives 
which lead men to pluoe themselves un- 
der the dominion of the Spirit of Ohrist, 
1—self-interest. 2—The interest of hu- 
manity. Itev. Mr. Goodwin then showed 
how the Christ Spirit was working in the 
world and the evidence of it in the asso- 
ciations formed for the benefit of hu- 
manity. He anij that the spirit which 
inspired James A Hill wno the Spirit of 
Christ. Fourteen jears of earnest en- 
deavor was at lust rewarded. The order 
of the Pythian Sisters was established 
and he livad to see 10,000 of humanity 
take upon themselves the vows of lure 
equality, fidelity and purity. He puid 
an elegant tribute to Mr. Hill's life and 
character, and closed with a graphic pic- 
ture of the temple of character.

HALSTEAD REPUTED 


Bis Ovn Words Brought Forward 


to Prove 


THE FALLIBILITY OF HIS JDDGMBHT. 


His Criticism of Qen. Sherman and His 


Denunciation of Lincoln and Ham- 


lin and of Grant During 


the War. 


WASHINGTON, May 9.—George C. Gor- 


ham, who is engaged in editing the let- 
ters and papers of the late Secretary 
Stanton and writing a life of that dis- 
tinguished official, has written an open 
letter to Mural Halstead, in answer to 
the one which Halstead wrote to the 
Cincinnati Commercial-Gazette, April 
23d, devoted to a defense of the terms 
agreed on between Gen. Sherman and 
the rebel Gen. Joe Johnston, in April, 
1885, and which was brought out by a 
letter recently addressed by Gorham to 
Senator Sherman on tho same subject. 
In his letter Halstcad said: "Tho 
truth is, Mr. Stanton was wrong 
also—excited out of reason. His paper 
on the subject of Johnston's surrender 
shows that his mind was then more in- 
flamed than that of Senator Sherman's." 
And again: "Stanton was imperious 
and alarmed, and revengeful." 


Whereupon Mr. Gorman reproduces 


various criticisms made by Halstead 
upon public men and officers in the 
war to show that his judgment of men 
Is not always Infallible. "For even 
you have been known to set aside that 
calm judicial frame of mind in which 
you now censure Stanton for differing 
with Gen. Sherman." 


The editorials in the Cincinnati Com- 


mercial of April 24 and 28, 1S«6, upon 
the Sherman-Johnson terms of sur- 
render, are quoted. In them Mr. Hal- 
stcad said: "That he (Sherman) 
com- 


mitted a mistake in his peace negotia- 
tions is clear enough. He ought to 
have destroyed Johnston's army or 
have forced its surrender on terms simi- 
lar to those granted by Lee." 


Halstead's charge in the Commercial 


(December 11, 1801) that Gen. Sherman 
had become insane and his letter to 
Secretary Chase, (February 19, 1803), in 
which he denounced Grant as "foolish, 
drunken and stupid," and asked Chaso 
if he could not "take Lincoln, by the 
threat and knock his head against a 
wall until ho is brought to his senses 
on the war business."

him, if it wore not feared that ITamlin 
is a bigger fool than he is" ai'e quoted 
to sustain Mr. Gorham's closing para- 
graph: "Tho world's opinion docs not 
concur with these expressions of yours 
concerning either Lincoln or Grant. It 
is just as likely to dissent from your 
opinion concerning Edwin M. Stan- 
ton."
